Death of Harry R. Smith. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 23.—The dea 
Harry R. Smith, for many years a « 
in optical goods, this city, which oc 
at his home in Mt. Auburn, Monday 
marks the passing of one of Cincin 
pioneer watchmakers and jewelers. Th 
in poor health for a long time, Mr. S 
was not severely ill until some weeks 
when he caught a cold which grad 
grew worse, until it resulted fatally 

The deceased was 83 years old, and « 
in the 30’s learned the watchmaking t 
in this city. After working at this lin 
several years, he entered the jewelry t: 
and built up a prosperous business 
continued for some time, and Begg 
Smith, as the firm was then styled, 
before the Civil War, one of the lars 
jewelry businesses in Cincinnati 
Beggs finally withdrew and came to N 
York, while Mr. Smith continued alone 
H. R. Smith & Co., but without the 
cess which had formerly attended his 
reer. He later got into financial diffix 
ties, and his business decreased until 
was finally forced to continue solely ; 
dealer in optical goods. From this bus 
ness he retired about two years ago. 

During his career, Mr. Smith was inte: 
ested in many philanthropic and educ: 
tional institutions of the city, serving i: 
the capacity of director ina number. He 
was also identified with a number of com 
mercial interests, and at his death was 
trustee of the Southern Railway. M1 
Smith’s work in the watch line was at one 
time pronounced and prominent. He was 
the inventor of an improvement relating 
to stem-set watches, and was also a rail 
road watch inspector. 

Deceased is survived by a widow, two 
sons and a daughter. 





Shafroth Bill 1 to Prevent Melting of Coin. 
Again Introduced Into Congress. 
WasHincton, D. C., Dec. 23.—Repre 
sentative Shafroth’s bill to protect the 
coins of the United States from destruc 
tion having failed of passage during thx 
last session of Congress, he has again in 
troduced it in the House of Representa 
tives. The bill provides “that it shall b 
unlawful for any person to wilfully melt 
mutilate, clip, or destroy any coin minted 
under authority of the United States. An) 
person violating the provisions of this a 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction be fined not mor 
than $100, or imprisoned not more than % 
days, or both; Provided, however, that this 

act shall not apply to the recoinage 
coins by the United States?’ The bill wa: 
referred to the Committee on Coinag: 
Weights and Measures. 

In view of the fact that, up to the pres 
ent time, no less than 8,500 bills have bee: 
introduced in the House during the 52&t! 
Congress, Representative Shafroth’s bi 
has very little chance of receiving recogn 
tion before the House.

The man is described as appar:

The orders y 
turned in to the bank, next day, w 
they were accepted without question, 
were only discovered to be bogus w 
presented to the express office. 

The same game was tried on Mar! 
Thomas, a jeweler of Bank St., wher 
swindler attempted to purchase a wat 
and chain, valued at $40, and offered 
express order in payment. As he appear 
to be very nervous in making his pu 
chases, Mr. Thomas became suspicious 
and instead of accepting the order, offered 
to send to the express office and get 
cashed, whereupon the man said he would 
cash it himself and return in an hour 
which was the last seen of him. This 
the first instance in Ottawa in which ex 
press orders have been used for swindling 
by means of forgery, and hitherto they 
have always been accepted without ques 
tion. 


Hauirax, N. S., Dec. 24.—Halifax policé 
to-night arrested a Hebrew named C. \ 
Michael, giving the address of Kamloops 
B. C., for passing forged Dominion Ex- 
press money orders. He had succeeded in 
passing two, but the third was his ending 
Each was made out to the amount ot! 
$47.50, and purported to have been issued 
from the London, Ont., office. He had 
three blanks when arrested, filled out 
“Branch agent, at Spencerville.” He 
no doubt the thief who stole 18 blanks 
from the Spencerville, Ont., office, sot 
time ago, which the express officers hav 
been notified to look out for.

United States and Great Britain will find 
much information of value in a recent re 
port submitted by United States Consul 
General Evans, at London, to the State De- 
partment. One of the tables given by M1 
Evans, showing exports from the United 
States to England, brings out the fact that 
the value of the American clocks brought 
into the United Kingdom in 1902 was but 
$380,405, as against $467,650 in 1901, and 
parts of clocks also showed reduction— 
$7,470 in 1902, as against $8,720 in 190), 
while the jewelry exported from this coun- 
try to England fell to $1,523,615 in 1902, 
from $1,721,225 in 1901. A decrease in the 
amount of watches is also shown, the im- 
portations of complete watches being $198,- 
855 in 1902, as against $234,675 in 1901, 
though an increase is shown in parts of 
watches, of which $81,880 were imported 
into Great Britain in 1902, as against $62 
910 in 1901. 

One part of Consul General Evans’s table, 
giving the exports of foreign and colonial 
merchandise from England to the United 
States is hard to understand—that showing 
the amount of diamonds and precious stones 
sent to this country. The figures, as he 
gives them, show that but $1,276,570 worth of 
diamonds shipped from England to 
this country in 1902, and but $126,040 in 
1901, while the amount of other precious 
unset, are given as $1,042,300 in 
1902, as against $961,560 in 1901. From a 
superficial examination it would appear that 
either there is something incorrect in the 
figures, or that a great part of the diamonds 
and precious stones shipped from England 
within the last two years have esc:

Jewelers Warned to Beware of Thief Who 
Is Now Operating an Old Game. 

The jewelry trade of the country is cau- 
tioned to beware of a man about five feet 
six inches tall, about 27 years, who speaks 
with a German accent. He has black, curly 
hair and coarse, rough hands, the latter be- 
ing a feature which easily distinguishes him, 
The man is a pennyweight jewelry thief 
and has succeeded in getting away with 
goods from several retail jewelers in the 
eastern states, from Newark, N. J., to 
New Haven, Conn. 

His method is to go to a jewelry store, 
look over some diamond rings and then dis- 
appear. In a short time he comes again to 
the jewelry store and asks that the rings be 
sent to his house for closer examination. 
This is usually done by the unsuspecting 
jeweler, who either goes himself with the 
rings to the house or sends a clerk. The 
man accompanies him to the house, and, 
after making a show of examining the dia- 
monds, suddenly asks permission to show 
them to his mother, whom he declares is in 
the next room. He takes the diamonds into 
the “next room,” and that is the last the 
jeweler ever sees of them. On one or two 
occasions the jeweler or clerk begins to be 
apprehensive as soon as the man disappears 
through the door which leads into the “next 
room,” and follows close behind, but he is 
not avick enough to catch the thief, who 
appears to have a quick mode of exit 
through some opening and disappears.

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A REVIEW AND A FORECAST. 


A Summary of the Business Done in 1903 as Reported From the Various Manufac- 
turing Jewelry Centers of the United States-What Manufacturers Expect 
From the Coming Year. 


HE year just passed was, on the whole, a 
prosperous one in the jewelry trade of 
the United States, Whether or not it is better 
than the year berore can omy be determines 
after the results of the holiday trade have 
been definitely ascertained. ihe past 12 
months have been unusually crowded with 
conflicting tendencies, both in the demand 
and in the production of jewelry, and manu 
facturers, importers, jobbers and retailers, 
both large and small, have expressed them- 
selves in diverse ways concerning the rela- 
tive prosperity of the past seasons com- 
pared with the years that have gone before. 
From the mass of different opinions it can 
be pretty clearly seen that the year 1903 has, 
on the whole, not only been equal to 1902, 
but in some few lines of trade has surpassed 
any previous record. There is no doubt 
about this in certain lines, as the increase 
stands out bold and clear, and it is with the 
utmost satisfaction that the manufacturers 
so report. This shatters the woeful tale of 
the pessimist and acts as a solid foundation 
of fact upon which the optimist may base his 
cheerful view. 

The conflicting elements from which the 
jewelry trade has suffered have been labor 
and financial troubles, on one hand, as 
against the natural prosperity of the coun- 
try as a whole on the other—the curtail- 
ment of demand due to industrial inactiv- 
ity in some sections, as against an increase 
in demand due to the unprecedented crops 
in the west and the good condition of the 
cotton belt. From reliable statements of 
salesmen who have covered the west and 
middle west for a number of years past, it 
is learned that those sections of the country 
have been affected almost not at all by the 
labor differences and financial troubles of 
the east. On the Pacific coast it is declared 
trade was never better. The effect of the 
Wall St. disturbances has been confined to 
the section of the country in its immediate 
vicinity, and has caused a noticeable falling 
off so far as the jewelry business is con 
cerned, in that class of trade which specu- 
lates and invests. Of the great 
shrinkage in securities and the toppling of 
stock brokerage concerns, intermingled with 
the depreciation of stocks and bonds all 
along the line, has caused some uneasiness, 
and a great deal of inconvenience among 
jewelers: who handle special pieces of jew 
elry, gold almost exclusively to large oper- 
ators and investors: The labor conditions 
in the east, on the. other hand, have been 
such as to‘take aWay a small portion of that 
trade which usually goes to the dealer in 
cheap jewelry. But between these two ex- 
tremes comes..what is known as the great 
American middle class. Here in place of a 
falling off in trade there has been an in- 
crease. Manufacturers, jobbers and im 
porters all declare that their medium grade 
and standard lines have sold better this year 
than last. October and November possibiv 
have been two months during which the 
above statement might not wholy apply, but 
December, like the year before, was active,

One of the big watch com 
panies reports that the tendency is for 
smaller sizes and for full and high 
grade watches, while the demand for seven 
jewel watches is not proportionate to that of 
a few years ago. The consumer has learned 
the economy of using high grade timepieces 
and demands them. Watch importers have 
done an extremely large business, and in 
many instances their books at the end of the 
year will foot up a very much larger per 
cent. of profit than ever before. Regarding 
the scarcity of watch movements in the 
Fall, it may be said as an indication of the 
growing demand for smaller sizes, that 0 
sizes were never so scarce before. One of 
the large watch companies declares that the 
coming season will find the market better 
stocked with these sizes than it has been in 
recent years. 

Optical goods, although kindred to the 
jewelry industry, follow closely after the 
record of watches. Both importer and job 
ber report increased sales, better business, 
and a better outlook, and this, too, in spite 
of the fact that one advance on all grades 
of optical goods has already been made and 
another one is presaged. Imported goods, 
such as opera glasses, shell and mother of 
pearl lines, have shown an increase in price 
also, and it is likely that they will be stil! 
further affected early in 1904 

In considering the precious stone branch 
of the jewelry business, it becomes necessary 
to take into consideration the effect of the 
three advances made during the year 
“rough.” Where it is generally stated in the 
trade that the sales of precious stones and 
the volume of business done this year has

declared that the profits in some cases have 
been larger, because of the fact that several 
merchants had been able to dispose of their 
stock at better margins: The advanees have 
kept the retailer on the anxious seat, and 
have made him more keenly alive to-the 
advantage of timely buying.

It is true that a lull in business occurred 
six weeks ago, and this was felt by some, 


but by no means all, of the concerns in 
town. This was due to over-conservatism 
on the part of the wholesalers, who under- 
estimated the demands on their stocks, and 
later found that they needed the goods. 
This compelled everybody to work at full 
pressure, and those shops which had 
started a short time schedule had to re- 
sume working to their full capacity. The 
fact should not be overlooked that many 
concerns were driven up to the very night 
before Christmas. 

Such leading concerns as have been in- 
terviewed state that reports from jobbers 
handling their goods contain the informa- 
tion that they are well nigh sold out, and 
they will be ready for the new season’s 
goods with clear decks. So far as can be 
learned, the cheaper lines of goods have 
had an unprecedented sale. This is, to an 
extent, a surprise, as the better class of 
goods have been in demand formerly, and 
high grade goods seemed to fare exceed- 
ingly well in the market. By this, no one 
should get the idea that solid gold and gold 
filled jewelry is not in demand, but it in- 
dicates that the laboring people are out to 
buy jewelry, and must get it within their 
means. 

A very encouraging symptom of busi- 
ness, locally, is the manner in which money 
has come in. Cash receipts in December 
have not been looked for as a very poten- 
tial factor in the business, but payments in 
advance of the end of the season prove 
that jobbers and retailers have been sell- 
ing plenty of goods, and getting their 
money. All this cannot but clear the way 
for good Spring orders, and inasmuch as 
nine-tenths of the traveling men for local 
concerns left town between Dec. 23 and 
Dec. 25 with appointments in their pock- 
ets, it would not be wise judgment to pre- 
dict anything but very satisfactory Spring 
trade, for a presidential year. 

Conditions in the south had a depressing 
effect on trade, during the present season. 
A reliable report from New Orleans, re- 
ceived the past week, gives an insight into 
the causes. The floods of the Spring 
caused a late crop, and the cotton planters 
added to this effect by holding their cot- 
ton for higher prices. Thus they, and ali 
their creditors, were kept out of their 
money. Owing to the Steel Trust col- 
lapse, all the rolling mills in the south and 
the iron region closed down. Yellow fever 
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in Texas hurt business so much that, in 
combination with other things, the condi- 
tions that existed prompted the inhabit- 
ants to wear ribbons with the inscription, 
“Boll Weevil, Car Strikes, Yellow Fever, 
Hell in Texas.” Cotton mills closed, 
owing to high price of cotton. The rice 
crop was good, but was held for higher 
prices. The sugar crop was short. Con- 
servative business men predict that no 
such combination of circumstances can 
possibly obtain again, and they predict the 
biggest business the south has ever seen. 
The cotton crop has got to move, and it 
will place in circulation about $250,000,000. 
The yellow fever quarantine will be off 
with the first frosts. 

California buyers are placing early or- 
ders, and the jobbers in the middle west 
want goods. Such is the situation, as local 
manufacturers glean it from their corre- 
spondents. 

CHICAGO TRADE REPORTS A 

GOOD YEAR. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 27.—The local Christ- 
mas trade, this year, was in advance of 
1902, which was by all odds the largest in 
the city’s history. The November business 
was not very brisk, and caused some pessi- 
mistic talk, which passed from one to an- 
other, and was greatly exaggerated. 

Among the questions recently put to a 
number of local merchants, who’ were re- 
quested for their opinion, was, What ef- 
fect, if any, on local trade, had the re- 
cent flurries in the stock and security mar 
ket, which caused a few bank failures. 
Also, if labor troubles, local and elsewhere, 
had tended to depress business. The con- 
sensus of views was that the Wall St. flurry 
had found very little sympathy in Chicago, 
and that the trade situation would not be 
affected by labor disputes. 

The wholesale trade started to boom, 
with the advent of December, and grad- 
ually increased until the volume of busi- 
ness transacted was in advance of the most 
sanguine expectations. The jobbing 
houses were working full force into the 
early morning hours, for many days pre- 
ceding Dec. 25. Manufacturers report the 
total business for the year to show a con- 
siderable gain over 1902, and, appreciating 
the factor of a presidential election in 1904, 
do not anticipate a banner year, or a poor 
one, but look forward to a steady, even 
business for that period. 

The weather for two weeks 
Christmas day was ideal, and 
course, largely responsible for the exten- 
sive business done by the larger retail 
stores. The general verdict of the retail 
dealer is that the volume of business trans- 
acted was greater than last year, but the 
purchases were expensive. The 
wealthy people are always the most con- 
servative, and the purchases made by that 
class would indicate that they were study- 
ing economy. On the other hand, the 
general public bought very generously, 
which proves that there is plenty of money 
in circulation in this city

It 
would elevate the whole vocation. 

“We jewelers all like to pat ourselves 
upon our backs, and claim that dealing in 
the finer metals and the precious stones— 
goldsmithing—is the elect of all trades. So 
it is, per se. But should we not hang our 
heads in shame when we realize to what a 
low estate we have fallen? Why, even the 
dealer in the commonest products is our 
superior in this regard. Does not the 
butcher have an invariable price on his meat, 
the baker on his bread? Is this not true of 
the shoe dealer, even as far down as shoe

Mr. Alexander made a contrast between 
the manner in which business was conduct 
ed in the old days and the way in which wi 
do things now.

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the last few years than that involving the 
manner in which the rarest and most costly 
jewels originated. On general principles, 
of course, one might take it for granted that 
the agencies of manufacture and transpor- 
tation which had produced the observed re- 
sult were exclusively terrestrial. This 
would seem to be the most natural supposi- 
tion. Still, until about a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago most of the diamonds that were 
discovered were picked up in gravel at such 
distances from the place of their birth that 
no satisfactory clues could be obtained. 
Even after the wonderful deposits in South 
Africa became known the mystery was not 
fully solved. The stones were imbedded in 
a peculiar blue dirt, or soft rock, which filled 
crevices or pipes in the crust of the earth. 

Such a position was suggestive of vol- 
canic action, the more so because there are 
many other places in the world where there 
have been intrusions from below. Practi- 
cally all of the latter, though, were of lava 
or lava-like material, or else quartz. Some 
of the gold obtained in this country is 
mined in just such veins. But the substance 
with which the South African diamonds 
were associated was neither lava nor quartz. 
Hence their position and environment were 
not conclusive enough to allay all doubts. 
Moreover, the fact that in a very few me- 
teors minute diamonds had been found ex- 
cited a suspicion that their bigger and more 
beautiful relatives had also reached the earth 
from outer space. The meteoric hypothesis 
was beset with greater difficulties than the 
volcanic theory, perhaps, but it exercised 
a strange fascination on the popular fancy 
and even appealed to the judgment of a few 
mineralogists, 

Moissan’s experiments threw a little light 
on the process of production, but did not 
settle the question of origin. When sugar 
has been dissolved in water it can be in- 
duced to crystallize around a bit of string 
that is suspended in the solution. The first 
great difficulty to be overcome in imitating 
this procedure with carbon, which is the 
most refractory of all elements, was to in- 
duce it to melt. Only after the electric fur- 
nace was brought to bear, and pressure as 
well as heat had been applied, could the 
Frenchman obtain crystals. The skeptics 
felt that this brilliant achievement did not 
clear up the main point involved in the dis- 
pute. They said: “Yes, it is evident that 
carbon can be dissolved in iron; but we 
knew that before. The presence of those 
microscopic crystals in metallic meteors 
proves it. But the blue earth in the South 
African mines is not iron.” 

A fresh piece of evidence which disposes 
of the latter objection has now been ad- 
duced. To be sure, reputable geologists who 
had investigated the matter carefully were 
convinced that material in which the dia- 
monds of Kimberley are imbedded was vol!- 
canic in character. It is not lava or quartz, 
but it is an altered “peridotite,” a com- 
pound in which silica and magnesia appear 
in large proportions, and which contains, in 
addition to the diamonds, bits of undigested 
bituminous shale, that can be identified as 
having come from lower strata. When it is

Dr. Kunz mentions another circumstance 
which may have a bearing on this q 
In a report on Brazilian diamon the 
United States Consul at Bahia, H. W. Fur.

The statement 
needs confirmation, but if it be fully estab.

How thoroughly the volcanic hypothesis 
is accepted in Canada is illustrated by a dis 
cussion which is pending there.

For the convenience of those who do not

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Pathological Conditions Which Should be 
Recognized by Optometrists.

(8) Relative to the retina, it will be re- 
membered that this coat is very trans- 
parent, and although it is extremely vas- 
cular, nevertheless, congestions of the 
smaller blood vessels show no appreciable 
signs of congestion. The larger vessels 
will look tortuous, and the veins espe- 
cially will appear turgid. Again, haziness 
of the fundus in itself will not demon- 
Strate diseases of this structure, for it is a 
well known fact that the fundus is more 
or less cloudy in hyperopia, especially of 
the higher degrees. 

Retinitis may be divided into two gen- 
eral varieties, partial and complete (the lat- 
ter variety coming under the head of dif- 
fused retinitis). In both forms, the symp- 
toms, pain and photophobia, are seldom 
present unless complicated with diseases of 
other contiguous structures. 

In a general way, we may consider re- 
tinitis under specific headings, such as: 

(1) Syphilitic retinitis. 
(2) 
(3) Retinitis pigmentosa. 

(1) Syphilitic retinitis may, or may not, 
be a disease secondary to choroidal in- 
flammations due to the disease causing the 
retinal trouble. The retina will appear 
cloudy, and the “smoky haze” manifests 
itself nearer the sight area. Streaks or 
strie may also appear, and even hemor- 
rhages occur. Retinal inflammations, as a 
rule, set in about one year after the initial 
lesions of syphilis manifest themselves. 
This is true both of the acquired and the 
inherited varieties of the disease. Both 
eyes are involved, although one eye is in- 
volved prior to its mate. The retinal 
symptoms are sudden, in which there is 
instant diminution of vision, flickering sen- 
sations of light, and micropia, either tem- 
porary or permanent. One attack suc- 
ceeds another in rapid succession, and am- 
blyopia is very pronounced. Considering 
ophthalmoscopic signs, the field of vision 
in both eyes is contracted (hemianopsia), 
and “ring scotoma” may be discerned by 
a careful examination. 

For treatment of this form, use inunc- 
tions mercurial ointment (unguentem 
hydraryrum), of the size of a hazelnut 
rubbed in under the arms and in the 
groins successively, and this should be 
continued up to the point of salivation, 
when a complete stop, may. be made for a 
short period; for instance, several weeks’ 
time should elapse before the same pro- 
gramme is repeated, which should ad 
infinitum, until several years have elapsed. 

As to local treatment, the dark room, 
leeches and cupping may, be indulged. in. 
with more satisfaction to the patient than 
for any other point we may have in view. 

(2) Albuminuric retinitis—Perhaps the 
earliest signs of grave kidney trouble may 
he discerned by means of the ophthalmo- 
scope, by which spots of silver leaf or 
grayish patches may be discerned, scat- 
tered liberally here and there in the fundus. 
at times in localized areas. The fundus

look swollen. It is because of the diminu- 
tion of vision that the patient seeks pro- 
fessional advice. There are three stages 
recognized in this variety of retinitis. 

The first stage is called the oedematous, 
or exudative, stage. In the second stage, 
th: glistening silver leaf appearing retinal 
spots or patches make their appear- 
ance. The third stage is the stage of 
wasting or absorption. In the latter stage, 
complete blindness may take place, but be- 
fore this period, the generally 
speaking, has advanced to such a degree 
that death may take place before atrophy 
has been reached. The eye symptoms are 
the same for both eyes. One fact should 
be borne in mind, that albuminuria, where 
eye symptoms are concerned, is generally 
chronic, and that pregnant women will 
show degenerative changes peculiar to this 
form. 

There are times, however, when the eye 
symptoms demonstrate themselves before 
the general symptoms of the disease occur, 
such as loss of appetite, headache, general 
oedema. The treatment of this condition 
depends upon the advice and care of the 
family physician. An infusion of digitalis 
(amounting to about half a wineglassful) 
will cure the disease in its earliest stages. 

(3) Retinitis pigmentosa is the most 
common disease the retina of a 
gressive type, and involves both eyes. If 
left to its own course, it will end in atro- 
phy, with consequent blindness. The rea- 
son for this name is due to the fact that 
pigment cells collect in the several layers 
of which the retina is composed, more 
especially in the vascular layer. 

Among the symptoms are hemeralopia, 
and hemianopsia, and the ophthalmoscope 
reveals symmetrical strie which are pe- 
ctliar to this variety. The blood vessels 
are smaller, a waxy pallor of the optic disc 
is noticed, and in the last stage degenera- 
tive changes may occur, together with 
post-polar-cataract. This variety of retini- 
tis begins in the earliest years and passes 
even into middle life. The cause of the 
disease may be due to some inherited trait, 
when the parents are of the same tempera- 
ment and closely related before marriage. 
The prognosis is always bad, and usually 
complicates itself with progressive myopia. 
Even cataracts will make their appearance. 
Ii the disease is due to syphilis, the treat- 
ment will depend upon general principles. 
Other conditions include hemorrhages, 
which become absorbed; detachment of the 
retina, which may be relieved by diapho 
retics, and even by the operation paracen- 
tesis-oculi.

Diseases of the retina may result from 
gazing at the bright sun and electric light. 
The ophthalmoscope reveals an inflamma- 
tion of the choroid coat, complicated at 
times with retinal inflammations.

A Watch With a Single Wheel. 


OR the detailed description of this curi- 
osity we are indebted to the Journal 
Suisse d’Horlogerie. Upon close examina- 
tion of the parts we find that the watch with 
a single wheel was made by a watchmaker 
of Paris, Gantrin by name, and presented by 
him to the National Institute, about the 
year 1790. In the soul-trying times which 
prevailed throughout France at that epoch, 
the wonder is that the mind of a mechanic, 
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and above all a watchmaker, who must not 
only be deft with his tools, but also pos- 
sess a brain eminently adapted to calcula- 
tion, and he, too, living at Paris, could have 
been concentrated upon such a complicated 
invention. Such, however, was indeed the 
case, and, after a changing career, this origi- 
nal watch fell into the hands of Ed. Sordet, 
about the year 1894, something over a cen- 
tury after its birth, we may say. The watch 
was sent by him to the Ecole d’Horlogerie, 
of Geneva. 

To him it seemed as if the timepiece was 
in a woeful condition, yet E. James, at that 
time professor of repairing at the school, 
succeeded both in thoroughly mastering the 
intricacies of this curious piece of mechan- 
ism and re-establishing a working harmony 
between its parts, thus setting it in opera- 
tion. A view of the complete assemblage 
of the parts is given in Fig. 1, but the orna- 
mental work is so prolific that only by close 
observation, and even then with difficulty, 
can more than a very indistinct idea be ob- 
tained therefrom. The main idea is apparent, 
however, and that is a large toothed wheel. 





This great ratchet wheel has 60 teeth and 
occupies the center of the plate; its diameter 
measures 33 millimeters. Upon its axis are 
situated two pinions, one of which, having 
15 leaves, receives the motive power from a 
barrel through the intermediation of a fusee 
having 70 teeth; the other pinion, which is 
supplied with only 10 leaves, cares for the 
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motion work, consisting of a wheel of 30 
carrying a pinion of 10, which communicates 
the necessary movement to a wheel of 40, 
upon which is fixed the hour hand. 

A quadruple function pertains to the 
large and principal wheel. In the first place, 
by considering Fig. 2, we observe that it 
actuates a lever, a, shown dotted, which, in 
its upper part, is fixed upon a vertical axis, 
shown at A, in Fig. 1. Fig. 2 is somewhat 
misleading, since the position of the parts 1s 
shown will easily induce the searcher to ex- 
pect to find them situated at one side of Fig. 
1, whereas they are in reality to be found 
upon the top of the watch, as seen in Fig. 1. 
This lever, a, then, carries besides a disen- 
gaging lever, b, a small barrel, of which the 
barrel arbor collet turns with the axis in 
question, and in addition a double rack, r, 
Fig. 1, having cut upon it very sharp teeth 
of which the incisions are superimposed in-

The roller action seems worse, as half the 
impulse is applied by a large and powerful 
lever action before the line of centers to the 
balance, and must be anti-isochronous in its 
action; the dispersion of the scape-wheel 
force in a roundabout way by a lever, pallet, 
and staff pivots, and the waste of power by 
four angular actions prevent the lever es 
capement from being an ideal escapement to 
the thoughtful horologist, who probably, like 
myself, clings to the direct action of the 
wheel-tooth on the balance axis as the only 
proper and perfect action. Improvement 
in the lever escapement can be obtained by 
bringing the actions more to their proper 
place, viz., the line of centers, and escaping 
over fewer teeth. 

The late Mr. Schoof’s lever action chro 
nometer, Mr. Gardner informs us, gives 2s 
good a rate as a detent escapement, and tts 
pallets escape over two teeth only, thus re- 
ducing acting angles greatly. I have mod- 
els of several lever actions—one with duplex 
teeth that gives impulse at the central line 
of wheel and pallet, and locking either 
side of the center; another with the usual 
teeth and single beat impulse, which has a 
pin close to the central line for the locking, 
and dumb vibration to hoid the tooth, the 
next tooth giving a full 30° impulse when 
released, and no oil is applied, as the action 
is disengaging.

Question No. 660,—To Clean Jet Ar- 
ticles.—Kindly inform me how to clean 
carved jet articles, 

ANSWER: An item on this subject was 
recently published in the Jeweler and Metal- 
worker, as follows: Carved articles made 
out of this material require very careful 
treatment in the re-polishing to set them off 
as new, as the carving has a tendency. to 
make them more fragile than otherwise 
would be the’ case. To clean jet, use the 
softest brush possible in removing the dust 
from the carving in the lightest manner 
you can, and then rub over with a little 
sweet oil on a bit of cotton wool, and gloss 
up with washleather, which will leave a 
dark and lustrous surface. 

Question No. 661—To Remove Glass 
Stopper.—A lady tried to remove a glass 
stopper from a large cut glass cologne bot- 
tle and broke it off right at the neck of the 
bottle. She has brought it here for me to 
remove it, but all my efforts are failures. 
Can you advise me in the matter? D. C. 

ANSWER :—Take a stick of strong ce- 
ment and after softening roll it so that its 
diameter is less than that of the stopper. 
Slightly heat the stopper and cement and 
press the two together and allow to cool. 
Now dip a cloth in boiling water and wrap 
it around the neck of the bottle. After a 
minute or so make an effort to jerk out the 
stopper. One or two such efforts will be 
sufficient to loosen the most obstinate 
stopper. 

Question No. 662.—Stained Tiles.—The 
floor of my store is tiled and there are a 
number of spots on it which I cannot re- 
move, no matter how hard I scrub them. 
Please tell me what to use in order to re- 
move them. I. &. 

ANSWER :—Use strong muriatic acid, but 
do not allow it to remain on the tiling for 
any length of time, as it will soften the 
cement which holds the discs in position. 

Question No. 663.—Black Filling in 
Etched Spoons.—Kindly tell me how to 
remove the black filling in the bowls of 
etched spoons. O. N. S. 

ANSWER :—The black filling in etched sil- 
ver spoons can easily be removed if the 
articles are allowed to lie in a solution of 
cyanide of potassium. 

Question No. 664—Carved Mounting. 
—I made a gold mounting for a beautiful 
shell cameo and now I find the cameo ts 
too large to go into the frame. I tried to 
file the cameo smaller and I find that white 
Spaces appear around the edges. What shall 
or can I do with it? 4: & G, 

ANSWER :—It is unsafe to file or try to 
cut down the edges of a shell cameo, as the 
white spaces you speak of are liable to ap- 
pear and ruin the cameo. Your best plan 
now would be to enlarge the mounting by 
stretching it by means of the steel ring man- 
dril and a steel hammer. When it is the 
required size place the cameo in it and 
pass a piece of doubled binding wire around 
the outside. The two ends should be twist- 
ed together and when this is done remove 
the cameo and anneal the mounting. Now

Some Hints on Gold Plating. 


THE PROCESS OF FIRE GILDING 


(Continued from issue of Dec. 23.) 


UT asmall Hessian crucible (eight centi- 
meters high) well on the inside with 
washed chalk (dry), using the fingers, so that 
the chalk firmly adheres inathick layer. Then 
place the empty crucible in a charcoal fire 
and heat to redness. Seize it with a small 
fire tongs, lift it out and put the quick- 
silver, which has nowcompletely surrounded 
the cut up gold, into the red hot crucible. 
Place it back in the fire after from one-half 
to One minute, without additional heat. 
Shake it a little, holding it with the tongs; 
take it out again after some time and pour 
the contents, mercury and gold, into a 
small porcelain vessel containing cold water, 
taking care that the metal is not spattered. 
The mercurial fumes developing during 
all the operation of fire gilding are highly 
poisonous and the work must be carried 
out at a fireplace where there is a good 
draught. If one has to do much fire gilding, 
it is well to tie a wet towel in front of the 
mouth and nose and thus avoid inhaling 
the fumes. A draught, however, is the best 
protection. Now pour off the water from 
the molten gold and pour the amalgam-into 
the plate at the left to test its consistency. 
Work it through with the finger tips of the 
right hand. The nass must form a dough 
and should contain no more undissolved 
gold crumbs. It feels like potato flour, and, 
when pressed, crackles semewhat like Eng- 
lish tin when bent. 

When it is kneaded into a little heap with 
three fingers, the heap should retain its 
shape for a while and not run out broad. 
It it is still too liquid, or if it contains 
little gold scales, it should be returned for a 
short time into the crucible and poured out 
again; if too thick and brittle, add some 
mercury. Now divide, on a wide plate, the 
whole mass into two equal parts (by means 
of a knife), one-half for the first applica- 
tion, the other half for the second. Anyone 
inexperienced in this work will do well to 
fix everything for a double application; 
when he has acquired the necessary expe- 
rience only a small portion may be reserved 
for corrections. 

Figure out how much of the first half of 
the gold is to go on the foot, the middle 
piece and the cup, inside and outside, and 
again divide the first into separate divisions 
accordingly. Of strong copper wire make 
an application rod, somewhat like a thin 
modeling stick or a lead pencil, bent out a 
little in the front like a tinning stick. With 
this pin the gold is applied. Previously 
prepare the quickening by dissolving 10 





grams of mercury in 10-12 grams 
acid, in a bottle. First weigh th 
silver into a bottle, then pour in t 
acid. It will dissolve quite rapidly 
add about four times the amount .

Do not brush off how 
but only dab, so that the gold will not 
come lodged too much in the cavities 
has this natural tendency, owing to 
weight; therefore one should endeavor 
keep it more on the raised places, which 
exposed to wear, and to brush it out of t 
hollows. 

By brushing, as in polishing or cleaning 
the gold would be spattered about, there! 
dab, distribute and draw out. When 
thought that this has been sufficiently 
complished, jay the foot of the chalice on 
the fire. The amalgam is rendered a litt 
more liquid by the heat. Turn the foot 
that it will be heated uniformly. When i 
has become hot, remove it from the fi 
seize it with the rag, keeping the nose w 
away from it, and dab over and over agai! 
and put back into the fire, repeating 
several times. The foot will now be sizzling 
hot; continue to dab, always striving 
keep the gold on the elevations and to dis 
tribute it evenly. The foot may now becon 
quite hot, but, of course, not red hot, only 
enough to assume a dark, dirty, yellowis! 
color. Now quench it in sulphuric a 
pickle and boil. Or, more correctly, finis 
all the other pieces of the chalice and 
everything together. Carefully cleanse tl 
hands and clothes from the mercurial 
lution or spatters, and scratch the g 
pieces as well as possible. It can now

The whole art of gilding advantageou 
and correctly consists in an even distribut: 
of the gold and a very gradual evapora 
which enables one to distribute the gold 1 
the last.

Topaz (CONTINUED). 

bi 1E topaz occurs in many different shades 

of yellow and brown, also greenish, 
white, blue, and rarely pink and pale red. 
Some of the dark yellow and brown speci- 
mens can also be altered to a delicate pink by 
careful application of heat. This is a some- 
what difficult operation to perform, as it is 
necessary to guard against any sudden alter- 
ation in temperature, or the stone will be 
found to be flawed, or if the heat be made 
great it will be found to be colorless. 
The property of the topaz to change color 
by the application of heat was first discov- 
ered by accident in 1755 by an old French 
jeweler, named Dumelle. His method of 
effecting the change was to heat the yellow 
topaz in a sand bath. 

The modern method is to wrap the stone 
up in amadouv or German tinder, tightly 
bound around with tin wire, and then to 
burn the tender, when the topaz is found 
to be changed to a pink color. 

The same result can be obtained, but 
with somewhat more risk of failure, by em- 
bedding the stone in a large mass of clay or 
plaster of paris, and then placing in an 
oven, which is afterwards made very hot; 
when the oven has been allowed to grad- 
ually cool, the stone may be removed from 
the mass. 

Nearly all the pink topazes upon the mar- 
ket have been altered, or, to use the tech- 
nical term, “burnt” in this way. At the 
present time, they are very much used in 
jewelry, and form a pleasing combination 
with the delicate green of the peridot, with 
which they are, frequently associated in high 
class ornaments. 

Next in value to the pink variety come 
the blue and greenish. Although somewhat 
resembling the aquamarine in color and gen- 
eral effect, these varieties of topaz are much 
more brilliant, owing to the greater hard- 
ness. 

The yellow and brown topazes are the 
most generally known variety, and at one 
time they were used in considerable quanti- 
ties for necklets, pendants, etc., as can be 
shown by referring to the jewels of the 
early part of the 19th century; they have, 
however, been quite at a discount for very 
many years until recently, when there has 
been seen a tendency to a revival of the 
bygone popularity of these effective gem 
stones.

The white variety possesses a wonderful 
degree of limpidity when properly cut and 
polished, but is not now in demand. The 
white topaz is sometimes known as “Nova 
Mina” from the locality in Brazil, where 
the most beautiful specimens are found. 

The limpidity and brilliancy of topazes 
vary very considerably; especially so is the 
case with the white variety. Very large 
topazes are of no unusual occurrence. The 
topaz occurs in granite in company witn 
tourmaline and beryl, and sometimes with 
tin, fluorspar and apatite. 

The localities in which the topaz occurs 
are very many; amongst others are Brazil, 
Siberia, Asia Minor, Pegu, Ceylon, Vic-

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toria, Bohemia, Saxony, Connecticut (U.S.), 
and Japan. The finest specimens, however, 
are derived from Brazil and Siberia. The 
chief of the topaz in Brazil are 
Minas Geras, Villa Rica, Nova Mina, the 
last of which names has used in 
connection with the white variety. In Si 
beria the topaz occurs in many districts, 
notably the Altai and Uralian Mountains ; 
near Nertchinsk, and in Kamschatka.

IOLITE.

described as being more curious than beau- 
tiful. It possesses the property of dichro- 
ism in a very marked degree, in fact, mor¢ 
so than in any other mineral. 

It is frequently blue, purplish blue, or 
lavender in one direction of the crystal, and 
a delicate straw in another. [Iolite 
occurs in the rhombic system, usually as- 
suming the form of prisms, which are gen- 
erally hexagonal. Transparent to trans- 
lucent; doubly refractive; luster vitreous; 
fracture sub-conchoidal; hardness 7.5; spe- 
cific gravity 2.7; colors generally bluish- 
gray with a brownish tinge. Chemical com- 
position: Silica 48.31, alumina 31.72, mag- 
nesia 10.17, protoxide of iron 8.33, protoxide 
of manganese 0.34, water 0.58. 

Iolite is only of value as a gem stone 
when transparent and fairly free from flaws 
and feathers, which are generally present in 
great numbers, by which the beauty of the 
stone is greatly marred. The word iolite 
is derived from two Greek words meaning 
“a violet stone.” 

This stone is also k1.own as “dichroite,” 
because of its dichroic property, and 
“sapphire d’eau,’ from its resemblance to 
sapphires of a palish color. Although it is 
numbered among the gem stones, it is rarely 
used in jewelry, for, as I have said, it is 
more interesting and curious than it is 
beautiful, because it is somewhat lacking 
in brilliancy. 

The finest iolites come from Ceylon, and 
others from several districts in the United 
States, notably Connecticut.

CHRYSOBERYL. 

The chrysoberyl is a beautiful transparent 
gem stone occurring in different shades of 
green, yellow, and brown, The green and 
brown specimens are ‘generally of a subdued 
tone, and form a delicate contrast to gems 
of more pronounced hue. The green, al- 
though varying in shade, are nearly all of 
the color known as sage green, and never 
present a vivid hue; occasionally, however, 
a chrysoberyl resembles the color of a pale 
green aquamarine. The yellow stones are 
not unlike yellow sapphires, but occur gen 
erally in the more delicate colors, while the 
chrysoberyls approach to ma- 
hogany color. The name of the is 
derived from the Greek chrysos 
and beryllos beryl. 

The chrysoberyl when properly cut is 
brilliant and effective gem. The system in 
which the gem occurs is the trimetric, and 
the crystals generally assume a_ tabular 
form. It is dichroic, and many specimens 
possess this property in a very marked de- 
gree. As with all highly dichroic gem 
stones, a variety of effects can be produced 
by the lapidary by cutting this stone at va 
rious angles of the original crystal. 

The hardness of this gem is 8.5, and 
therefore is aimost as great as the sapphire.
